Danger to Small Children

Specifically, he listed recom-
mendations of The National
Board of Fire Undewriters to
be used as a fire prevention
guide by parents:

Rules for Safety

1. Never leave children alone
in the home. Be sure your sit-
ters are mature and responsible
enough for the care of young
children,

2. Make certain
know how to call the
partment.

8. Be positive—that matches,
hot liquids, lighted candles and
lamps are out of children's
reach.

4. Don't permit children to
play with bonfires or fireworks.
Fires for marshmallow toasting
and popcorn roasts should be
held 'in fireplaces only, and al-
ways under adult supervision.

5, Don't dress . your children
in  highly flammable clothing,
such as fluffy net dresses,
brushed cotton or brushed ray-
on -suits,

6. In case of fire, get the
children out of the house first,
then call the fire department.
